A BRIEF announcement in the 
the Ministry's only intimation to local 
‘ducation authorities and educational 
workers of a new cut in educational 
expenditure. Admittedly it does not directly 
anyone except the “ responsible bodies ’’ concerned, but 
it would have been appreciated if the announcement had 
been made firstly either in Parliament or by a circular 
for information. The Minister has notified the principal 
bodies providing Adult Education—the Universities and 
the Workers’ Educational Association—that from 
October, 1953, the direct grants payable to them will be 
reduced by ten per cent. compared with grants made in 
the educational year 1952-53. It is, of course, reasonable 
and indeed necessary that the Minister should review 
grants annually for they are made on that basis 
and no assurance is ever given that they will be renewed 
at the same rate. The Minister's decision 
municated directly to the Adult Education Committees 
of the Universities and the Workers’ Educational 
Association Ihe latter body immediately called an 
emergency meeting of its General Purposes Committee 
| to decide what action should be taken The General 
Secretary had already made a strong to the 
Minister in the name of his Association. It was expected 
the Association's General Purposes Committee 
would ask the Minister to receive a deputation and that 
| the other concerned would agree joint 
representation. The Association will lose some £6,700 
a vear by the cut. It must, of course, be mentioned too 
| that the Universities are not affected to the same extent 
| since Adult Education, as that term is understood by 
the Ministry, is not the primary purpose of those bodies 
as it is of the Workers’ Educational Association The 
importance of this decisior may indeed lie mainly in its 
indication of the shape of things to come. Throughout 
the country Local Education Authorities are faced with 
highly inflated estimates which can by no means be 
reduced even to last year’s record figure. Even the 
essential structure of the service is endangered by the 
efforts which many local education authorities 
| making to avoid too grave an imposition on the rate 
| payer. The whole situation, in fact, calls for absolutely 
radical reform. The rating system itself is simply 
fantastic in its injustice. Council houses should 
they now be called “ county "’ houses—are occupied by 
| the very poor whose rents subsidised and 
rates are often excused. There is, however, no reason 
whatever why people of ample means should not also 
occupy council houses and, of course, pay only the same 
small rates as their poorer neighbours. It is difficult to 
discover any reason whatever why national taxation 
should be based on, and local taxation wholly ignore, 
the income of the rate-tax payer.

On the Embankment low staging will be erected to enable 
the back rows of children to have a better view All the 
children will have room to sit down to rest, either on the 
pavement or on the staging and they will be asked to bring 
mackintoshes to sit on.

School Accommodation for 4,000 
Scholars Completed in Six Weeks 


Five complete schools, providing accommodation for 
approximately 4,000 scholars, have been erected in 
Australia in only six weeks. This marks an important stage 
in an extensive school re-building programme for the New 
South Wales Department of Education, the buildings for 
which have been designed and manufactured by Hawksley 
Constructions of Gloucester. 

By the end of April, the Company will have delivered a 
further 129 School Buildings and this, it is anticipated, will 
provide accommodation for approximately a further 8,000 
scholars This will bring the total number of school 
buildings delivered up to almost 400 

The schools were manufactured in 
transport by road and sea and were erected on site direct 
from the crates. The only site preparation required was 
the provision of concrete slab bases to which were bolted 


sections, crated for 


the various sections and the usual services 

rhis method of construction, known as the Hawksley 
system, permits the building of schools in any location 
without recourse to skilled labour or special equipment 

The walls consist of aluminium extrusion frames braced 
horizontally by timber and metal members and to this 
frame is attached the outer cladding of formed aluminium 
The internal lining of hardboard or plaster board 
is attached to the frame with a timber thermal break 
between and the cavity thus formed is packed with fibre 
glass blankets which, in addition to their insulating 
properties, are fire and termite proof The insulation 
provided is superior to that of a 9-in. brick wall 

Partitions consist of timber framed panels suitably 
braced and faced both sides with hardboard or plasterboard 
Doors, windows and frames are integral with the wall and 
partition panels and are ready glazed. Timber is used for 
doors ; those for external use are of the four panel type, 
half or fully glazed with clear or obscure whilst 
internal doors are of the panel type or flush type. Windows 
may be chosen with one top hung and single or double 
side hung ventilators; alternatively outward projecting, 
centre pivoted or hopper types are available 

The roofs are of light alloy and the outer cladding is 
composed of formed aluminium sheets. These are built 
into panels with irsulation board lining attached whilst 
ceilings consist of plaster board panels 

Apart from erection, which is confined to bolting the 
sections together, the only work required on site is confined 
to top coat painting on wall linings, timber and external 
surfaces 

The main advantage of the system, apart from speed of 
erection and ready adoption to suit individual requirements, 
lies in the fact that no call is made on traditional labour in 
erection. Dimensions are as follows: Roof spans 24-ft 
32-ft. and 40-ft Lengths up to 152-ft. without internal 
support——based on an 8-ft. wall module ; Ceiling heights 
8-ft., 9-ft., 11-ft. and 12-ft. 6-in
